Children Marrying.

M issouri law m akers had a hard 
fight at the revising session of 1S89 
en actin g a la w to prevent the m ar­ 
riage of first cousins, says the S t. 
Louis Post-D ispatch. 
Public sen­ 
tim ent w as then som ew hat divided 
on the question, but it has ev id en t­ 
ly ch an ged to 
nearly unanimous 
since, for n o w the M issouri house 
of representatives has passed to en ­ 
grossm ent, w ith out a w ord of c o m ­ 
ment, 
a bill to prohibit the m ar­ 
riage of second cousins, 
step-pa­ 
rents and 
step-children. 
A n d it 
seems altogether probable the hill 
w ill pass. 
T h e m arriage of first cousins has 
been almost entirely stopped by 
prohibitory law s in the southern 
and 
western 
states, 
w here such 
marriages w ere most com m on. T h e 
state of K e n t u c k y is n o w the only | 
refuge for lovin g relatives of that 
degree. 
T h ere has a lw a y s existed a strong 
sentiment 
against 
marriages 
be­ 
tw een step-children, and there w ill 
doubtless be no opposition to a law 
prohibiting them. 
B u t the second cousin question 
is a n e w one. 
P eople m ay discuss 
that at some length, hut there does 
not appear to be any reason w h y , 
if the m arriage of first cousins is 
w ro n g , the m arriage of second or 
even third and fourth cousins is not

PANA RIOTS AO AIN. 


Sev en Perso ns Sho t Do wn a nd 
Nine Wo unded, 


WHOLE TOWN IN ARMS. 


Trou ble Starts With Attempt to Ar­ 
rest a Negro and a Regu lar 
Battle Followed . 


P a n a , 111., April 11.— A d ead ly 
riot, the most seriou s d istu rbance 
that has occu rred here since the 
u nion miners instigated a strike in 
April, 1898, was enacted y esterd ay , 
resu lting in sev en 
persons being 
shot to d eath and nine wou nd ed . 
A negro 
named Stephens has 
long cherished hatred for Sheriff 
Downey and has openly 
mad e 
threats that he wou ld kill him on 
sight. 
Su nd ay he was on 
the 
streets with a rev olv er, say ing that 
he was looking for Sheriff Downey . 
He continu ed this y esterd ay , and 
Sheriff Downey came u pon him on 
Locu st street. 
The sheriff com­ 
mand ed Stephens to d eliv er the re­ 
v olv er and told him he was u nd er 
arrest 
for 
carry ing 
concealed 
weapons. 
Stephens, 
withou t a 
word , instantly lev eled his weapon 
and fired at the sheriff. 
The bu llet 
went wild . 
The sheriff imme­ 
d iately opened fire 011 the negro. 
Depu ty Sheriff Cheeney , hearing 
the shooting, ru shed to join Sheriff 
Downey . 
Stephens took to his heels and 
su cceed ed in gaining 
Penwell’s 
general store in Locu st street, the 
principal thorou ghfare, two blocks 
d istant, and took his stand in the 
entrance. 
He hesitated there an 
instant, and then stepped to the 
pav ement, lev eled 
his 
rev olv er 
d own the street toward his ap­ 
proaching pu rsu er and fired . 
The 
bu llet missed the d epu ty and stru ck 
Xav ier Le Cocq, a Frenchman, 
who was stand ing in the entrance 
of a nearby saloon, squ arely in the 
forehead , 
killing him 
instantly . 
Stephens then tu rned and ran into 
the Pen well 
store 
and 
sou ght 
refu ge behind a cou nter. 
By this 
time the streets were rapid ly filling 
with men, all of whom bore weap­ 
ons. 
Depu ty Cheeney d ashed in­ 
to the store, followed by Depu ty 
Toe Mu ilen and sev eral citizens, A 
fu sillad e of bu llets was pou red into 
the store and Stephens emptied his 
rev olv er at his assailants from be­ 
hind the cou nter. 
The infu riated crowd at the d oor 
continu ed the fire and Stephens, 
seeing that d eath was inev itable if 
he remained behind the cou nter, 
mad e a d esperate d ash from his 
cov er to a stairway in the rear of 
the store. 
He fell pierced by six bu llets be­ 
fore he had gone ten feet. 
One of 
the bu llets had gone throu gh his 
neck, another throu gh his back 
and the other wou nd s were of a 
minor natu re. 
The firing stopped 
instantly and Depu ty Cheeney ran 
to the wou nd ed negro and placed 
him u nd er arrest. 
Stephens is a negro of robu st con­ 
stitu tion, big and brawny . 
The 
shock of his nu merou s wou nd s d id 
not apparently hu rt him, for he 
swore and said to the d epu ty , “ I 
su rrend er,” and with blood pou r­ 
ing d own his clothing walked with 
his captor to a phy sician’s office, 
where he was giv en med ical atten­ 
tion. 
He was then taken to jail. 
Meanwhile the riot was raging 
in the street. 
As soon as the first 
shot had been fired , the whistle of 
the electric light plant was blown 
as a signal for the citizens, a ma­ 
jority of whom had long ago been 
sworn as d epu ties, to tu rn ou t 
armed and read y to fight. 
At the 
same time the miners of the Pana 
and Penwell mines, which are lo­ 
cated abou t fou r blocks d istant 
from the Penwell store, which is in 
the center of the town, ru shed into 
the tipples and opened fire on the 
thronged streets. 
The news that 
Stephens, one of their nu mber, had 
been shot and arrested arou sed them 
to a pitch of fu ry . 
They shot at 
any liv ing mark in sight, and as a 
resu lt, among their v ictims are 
three w om en; two of them are 
white women, and one negro wom­ 
an d ead . 
Militia were hu rried to the scene
